Eternal Vigilance Of Staff Necessary 
To Prevent Errors 

The words of Frank R. Kent, of 

the Baltimore Sun, with respect to 

' accuracy, deserve to be 

written down in some permanent 
form, Mr Kent, in addressing stud- 
ents of a United States college, de- 
clared that: “In no business and in 
no profession, save that of the pure 
scientist, is the premium on accur- 
acy so high, the penalty for inaccur- 
acy so prompt, and the proportion of 
accuracy so great.” © 
He went on to declare: “There 
isn’t a newspaper nian anywhere who 
does not know that, trivial though 
his error may be, some one will catch 
it. Even when it escapes the watch- 
ful editorial gaze, even when no one 
in the office picks it up, even when 
he, himself, is unaware of it, there 
are still the old subscribers—thou- 
sands of them—vigilant, alert, ag- 
gressive, resentful, eager to put their 
finger on the brake, ‘communicate 
with the editor and ‘show up’ the 
: writer and the paper. These old 
WP . subscribers, in my judgment, are by 
far the most valuable asset a news- 
paper can have. ‘Their militant, 
microscopic scrutiny is the finest 
possible corrective influence.” r 

There is abounding truth in all of 
this statement. While the fault- 
finder usually is criticized rather than 
praised, none the less it is true that 
he assists and through his constant 
watchfulness, maintains eternal vigil- 
ance on the part of a staff. 

A newspaper which was absolute- 
ly error-free would be a Utopian 
dream. But nothing produced so 
swiftly places so high a premium on 
accuracy, and achieves so high a 
standard in the same _ regard.—

Potatoes Run To Color 


Experimenters Develop Real Yellow, 
Red, and Purple Ones 

Potatoes, gaudy like Easter eggs, 
are being developed by the federal 
agricultural experimenters. 

By matching the common Irish 
variety with the wild potato of South 
America, experimenters have develop- 
ed potatoes of solid colors and some 
with stripes. 

In the yellow potato, for instance, 
they have developed the vitamin ‘‘A” 
content to a large extent. This is the 
anti-infective vitamin. 

The yellow potato is really yellow. 
The red potato is the color of a red 
brick and purple just a shade off 
from egg plant color. 

The estimated value of the potato 
crop in 1934 in Canada is placed at 
nine million dollars lower than in 
1933 despite the higher production in 
1934. 
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“Every winter regularly there is a 
spurt in the number of these devices 
submitted to us.” 

Professor A, M. Low dec 
he knew of at least three different 
systems for fog-dispersing. 

“The most common method,” he 
said, “is the spraying by special ap- 
patatus of liquid from aeroplanes 
which causes the fog to coagulate.

“Strangely enough, the third 
method, which I believe is the most. 
practicable, was actually tried as 
long as 50 years ago. It is the 
charging of the atmosphere with an 
electric current of tremendously high 
voltage. The charge causes the mois- 
ture to form into drops which be- 
come so heavy that they fall—rain 

That is the main drawback to fog 
dispersing methods at the moment. 
You may get rid of your fog only at 
the price of rain. :

Forty-Two Huge Engines Discarded 
By U.S. Railway 

Standing in mighty isolation on two 
parallel side tracks in the ‘“Mil- 
waukee” yards, down on the tideflats 
at Tacoma, Washington, are 42 loco- 
motives belonging to the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee, St. Paul and Pacific Rail- 
road Company. 

They have been sent. to the “bone 
yard” of steam engines. Time was 
when, in the heyday of such ma- 
chines, they cost more than $1,000,- 
000. Now, they await the electric 
torch. 

Some will be sold to logging com- 
panies for a few more years of ser- 
vice and others will be sold to the 
Japanese for service in*Manchukuo, 

Pulling long freight trains these 
giants of the tracks would leave the 
comparative ease of the Dakotas, 
would climb the long grades of the 
Rockies until it seemed as though 
they were virtually on “top of the 
world.”

To-day, over much the same route, 
and doing twice the work with one- 
half the effort, huge electric -loco- 
motives are now being used. 

The task of scrapping these giant

‘United States Government Opposed 


To Governmental Ownership 

The United States war department 
opposed governmental ownership of 
the arms and ammunition industry in 
& prepared statement submitted to 
the senate munitions committee, sev- 
eral of whose members have proposed 
such a course. fey le god 

“Such a policy would fail in war, 
and therefore does not appear logical 
in peace,” the department said, as- 
serting nevertheless it “does not op- 
pose in any way a programme of 
licensing the munitious industry.” 

Bernard M. Baruch, chaiiman of 
the old war industries board, tnld the 
house foreign affairs. committee of 
the difficulty and importance of ob- 
taining tin in time of war, and recom- 
mended that the government buy 
thousands of tons and store it away, 
“Just as it would invest in a battle- 
ship.” ’ 

It was suggested the United States 
accept tin in payment on war debts, 
and Baruch agreed.

In enlarging a picture you get not 
only a bigger, more realistic image 
but the opportunity to select the 
best part of any negative for magni- 
fication.

Enlargements have been made to 
cover an entire wall of a room. But 
such jobs are not recommended for 
folks such as ourselves. (Not unless 
you're wealthy). 

A word about subjects for enlarge- 
ments—-particularly if they’re to be 
used as gifts. Choose pictures that 
will mean something to the recipi- 
ents.

Britain Received Over 20,000,000 
Pounds In Nine Months 

Alberta farmers produced over 
20,000,000 pounds of bacon and pork 
cuts exported to Great Britain in the 
first nine months of this year, it has 
been estimated at, Edmonton. Can- 
ada as a whole exported a total of 
94,795,700 pounds, or 80 per cent. 
more than in the first nine months 
of 1933, when 53,017,000 went over- 
seas. 

It is anticipated that this increase 
may be maintained. 

As a basis of estimating the pro- 
portion of hogs raised on Alberta 
farms that were processed in this or 
other provinces for export, the ratio 
of two top grades to the Canadian 
production was used. . While it has 
been stated that all of the two top 
grades are not suitable for export 
when dressed and cured, the figure 
provides a fair relative guide to 
quality. 

That Alberta is an outstanding 
province in the matter of volume is 
seen in the fact. that for the 46 
weeks of 1934 to Nov. 15, this prov- 
ince produced: 28.2 per cent. of Can- 
ada’s total of 2,567,304 hogs. Last 
year Alberta produced 26.8 per cent. 
for the same period.

New Revelation In Science 


Microbes Carried Across Atlantic By Sage 
Winds Of The Upper Air : 

Col. Charles A. Lindbergh was re- 
vealed recently as a new pioneer in 
science—the first man to gather 
proof that microscopic bacteria, fun- 
gus spores and pollens, including 
some diseases, are carried all the 
way across the north Atlantic by_ 
winds of the upper air. 

The fiyer collected these tiny forms 
of life at many points high over 
northern waters during the flight he 
and Mrs. Lindbergh made across the 
north Atlantic in the summer of 
1933. 

The discovery by Col. Lindbergh {\X 
is believed by scientists to be of \ 
great importance in showing how 
both disease organisms and others 
that are beneficial can be transported 
alive over long distance by air cur- 
rents high above thé ground barriers. J 

Among the organisms Col: Lind- ; 
bergh collected were: Several kinds , 
of fungi which cause rust and smut 
diseases of crops; others that cause 
early. blight of potatoes and apple 
scab and other blights that attack 
crops, and several that cause decay 
of wood. Many others were found 
that have not yet been identified.

Mr. Clark was preceded by Col. J. 
M. Rolston, D.8.0., who conducted the 
preliminary aerial. and ground . sur- 
veys of the proposed route through 
British Columbia to the Yukon border 
some years ago. Col. Rolston told of 
the work carried out in this connec- 
tion, of the different possible routes 
over which he had flown, and of the 
route chosen. 

This was via Hazelton and up the 
Skeena and Klappan rivers to Dease 
lake and on to the lower end of Tas- 
lin lake and.thence across to Atlin. 

Any route east of the coast range 
would be the cheapest, he said, and 
estimated the cost along the pro- 
posed route at approximately $10,000 
a mile, It offers no great engineer- 
ing difficulties and would be quite as 
cheap to build as any road through 
British Columbia, he added. 

There are five great benefits wHich 
will accrue to Canada, Alaska and 
the United States when the road is 
built, Mr. Clark declared. These 
are: 

Development of the great natural 
resources in the area tapped by the 
road. : # 

Development of’.the international 
tourist traffic. 

Development of good will and trade 
between Canada and the United 
States. ; 

Assistance to future aerial travel. 

Development of greater tourist 
travel on the coastal vessels, through 
tourist travelling by road one way 


Apart altogether from the 
well-known results of the efforts of 
the experts of the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in evolving \the 
new, sturdy types of grain that have 
extended Canada's northern frontier 
for grain growing and mixed farm- 
ing, some hitherto unknown duties of 
government officials in preventing 
and stamping out disease at the lead- 
ing expositions have just _ been 
brought to light at the recent meet- 
ing of the Entomological Society of 
Ontario. ; 

At the World’s Grain Exhibition at 


of grain and stock the same exacting |’ 
details, and a similar amount of 
&cientific knowledge must be observ- 
ed and applied. - For example, at the 
World's Fair at Chicago in 1933 when 
insect pests and plant diseases were 
not so well understood by the general 
public, it Was found necessary to de- 
stroy the entire collection of exhibits 
from many countries owing to infes- 
tation by insects. But, both at Chi- 
cago in 1934 and at Regina in 1933, 
matters were entirely different. The 
exhibitors theniselves were better in- 
formed and the authorities saw to it 
that these exhibitions were not the 
meeting place of pests and disease 
from all parts of the world. 

A definite line of procedure ‘is fol- 
lowed in handling, in8pecting and 
samping erhibits for such ‘an exhibi- 
tion as the World’s Grain Show. The 
exhibits were first marked by a rep- 
resentative of the exhibition, then 
passed to ai entomological inspector 
who made 2 thorough examination, 
and who in turn passed the exhibit to 
a plant pathologist. After being pass-
